Putnam Keeps His Deep-Pocketed 
Friends Happy

Adam Putnam, the Publix candidate for Florida 
governor, just put out a new TV campaign ad 
blaming “liberal elites” for pressuring young 
people to go to college and take on crippling debt. 


The Republican agricultural commissioner 
promises to do more to prioritize vocational 
training, saying, “College is not the only path to 
success and it's OK to say it.” 


Actually, lots of people in both parties have 
been saying it for a long time. College isn’t for 
everybody, and—please tell us, Adam—who said 
it was? 


Putnam’s sudden concern about predatory 
student-loan practices is especially curious. As 
a young U.S. congressman, he was one of only 
71 representatives who in 2007 voted against the 
College Student Relief Act, which aimed to cut the 
interest rates on student loans. 


Putnam’s nay vote came not long after he'd 
accepted a $1,000 donation from the Navient 
Corporation Political Action Committee. 


Navient is the country’s largest servicer of 
private and federal student loans. The company 
was recently sued by the Consumer Financial 
Protection Bureau for allegedly cheating and 
deceiving young borrowers who were trying to 
repay their college debt. 


Last fall, the Pennsylvania Attorney General’s 
Office also sued Navient for “peddling risky and 
expensive subprime loans” and actions that 
“harmed countless” students. 


Navient has denied any wrongdoing. It was 
among three big student-loan companies that 
donated heavily to federal candidates, their PACS 
and political parties in 2016. And guess who 
received about three out of every four dollars in 
contributions from the student-loan industry? 


Republicans did—not the “liberal elites” that 
Putnam is indignantly lambasting for pauperizing 
college kids. 


As the fund-raising reports begin rolling in for 
this year’s gubernatorial race, voters will see for 
themselves if Putnam is hypocritical enough to 
cash another check from Navient, SLM Corp. or 
one of the major student lenders or their lobby 
groups. 


This time around he doesn't really need their 
money, not with megabucks corporate supporters 
such as Publix. The huge grocery chain has 
contributed $670,000 to Putnam's campaign 
entities over the last three years, and it has also 
donated generously to several business groups 
that have given millions to Putnam. 


As agriculture commissioner, Putnam’s office is 
in charge of regulating grocery outlets, and you 
probably won't be stunned to learn of his big- 
hearted leniency toward Publix. 


In 2016, WFTS-Channel 28 in Tampa reported 
that seven Publix markets in the area had failed 
health inspections. I'l spare you the icky details, 
but the very next day Putnam yanked the results 
from his department's website and scotched the 
pass-fail grading system that had been in place 
for some time. 


Months later, a friendlier new system was put in 
action. Now, thanks to Putnam, if a storage room 
at a Publix is found freckled with rat droppings, 
the worst rating the store can receive is “ 
inspection required.”

(Full disclosure: For years my family has bought 
almost all our groceries at Publix, and we haven't 
encountered even one dubious lentil.) 


No candidate in Florida has ever received such a 
gusher of funds from the ubiquitous supermarket 
chain, Friday, in the face of a growing boycott 
threat because of Putnam’s full-throated support 
of the NRA and his Trump-ish immigration 
philosophy, Publix announced that it has ended 
all corporate political contributions. 


Here's another line from his new campaign 
commercial that drips with unintended irony: 


“Today, liberal elites look down on people who 
work with their hands.” 


First of all, many of the folks that Putnam wants 
to deport (or keep out) of the country work with 
their hands, and the literal fruits of that hard 
work are displayed in the produce section of your 
local Publix, Winn-Dixie or any grocery store. 


Domestic crop agriculture would die without 
migrant labor, legal and otherwise. 


Second, many American laborers who “work with 
their hands” are paid minimum wage. Guess who 
was one of only 82 House Republicans who voted 
against raising the minimum wage in 2007? 


Rep. Adam Putnam of Bartow. 


He's selling himself hard as a fifth-generation rancher 
and citrus farmer, but it’s been awhile since he 
picked much fruit. He graduated from the University 
of Florida in 1995 and the following year got elected 
to the state House at the ripe old age of 22. 


So now, at 43, Putnam officially qualifies as one 
of those “career politicians” that his own party 
warns us to distrust. And, unless a grapefruit 
fell on his head when he was a kid, he should 
know better than to run campaign ads that leave 
himself open to such easy dismantling. 


And it’s OK to say that.

Teacher Drowns Raccoons in Front of 
Students as a Lesson — Yes, Only in Florida

On behalf of millions of disgusted Floridians, 
Td like to apologize to the rest of humanity (and 
also to the animal kingdom) for an exceptionally 
nauseating news story that appeared last week. 


‘The dateline was Ocala, where a teacher at Forest 
High School was put on leave after allegedly 
enlisting his students to help him drown two wild 
raccoons and an opossum, 


‘The animals were placed in small cages and 
submerged in a tub of water, where they struggled 
miserably for several minutes until dying. Some 
students became upset, and at least one secretly 
recorded cell-phone video of the torture. 


A brief clip and some photos were aired by CBS 
affiliate WKMG in Orlando, and are available from 
various news outlets online. I chose to look at 
them, but you might not wish to. 


‘The teacher, Dewie Brewton, apparently was 
annoyed because he believed the raccoons had 
killed some chickens that his agricultural science 
class was raising in an outdoor enclosure. The 
slow-footed opossum’s capital offense remains 
unclear. 


Brewton was placed on administrative leave, and 
Marion County School Superintendent Heidi Maier 
has recommended that he be fired. The district

issued the following statement: 


“Marion County Public Schools is appalled at the 
actions of an agri-science teacher accused of killing 
nuisance animals in front of students earlier this 
week. Marion County’s education standards—in 
fact, Florida’s education standards—do not include 
the destruction of live animals, nuisance or not. 
While law enforcement determines whether this 
teacher's actions were legal or not, his actions are 
entirely unacceptable and cause us great concern.” 


It’s debatable which creature was the “nuisance” 
species in this macabre ceremony, but at least 
school officials seem to grasp the magnitude of 
their public-relations problem. 


By law, farmers and ranchers are allowed to trap, 
relocate or “humanely euthanize” certain wild 
animals that threaten property such as livestock or 
crops. However, such killings typically are carried 
out quickly with a single bullet—not by prolonged 
drowning in water tubs at public schools in front 
of teenagers. 


One student's mother said she was “sick to her 
stomach” after watching the full video. 


“When the raccoons tried to come up for air...they 
held them down with metal rods,” she said in a 
television interview. “And when the raccoon would 
try to pop its head up, they held water hoses in its 
face to drown it.” 


‘The mother said her son told her that Brewton warned 
the students that they would face disciplinary action 
if they took any videos or pictures of the killings. If 
true, it means that the teacher was acutely aware 
that his actions were questionable, to put it mildly 


Brewton, who as of this writing hasn't commented 
publicly, is a longtime school district employee 
and an adviser to the Future Farmers of America 
at Forest High. The club’s alumni have come to his 
defense on Facebook, describing him as a dedicated 
teacher who cares deeply about his students. 


Others online have chimed in to defend the animal 
drownings, and berate Brewton’s critics and the 
media for being ignorant about the menace that 
raccoons pose to domestic agriculture. 


And all this time we thought the big problem was 
NAFTA and cut-rate foreign vegetables. Nope, it’s 
those darn raccoons. So let's drown a few, to teach 
those thieving ring-tailed bastards a lesson! 


But wait. 


According to the state Fish and Wildlife Conservation 
Commission, the killing of any nuisance animal 
should be carried out using guidelines provided 
by the American Veterinary Medical Association 
(Ava). 


For the record—and not  surprisingly—forcible 
drowning isn't listed as an approved method of 
euthanasia anywhere in the 102 pages of AVMA 
recommendations. 


In fact, this is what the veterinarians’ group officially 
says about it: 


“Drowning is not a means of euthanasia and is 
inhumane.” 


No kidding. It’s horribly inhumane for the animals, 
and also for those who might be forced to watch. 


What important life lesson can anyone hope to 
teach students by involving them in such sadistic 
stagecraft? Who the hell knows? Maybe Brewton 
was just having a really bad day. 


Marion prosecutors are deciding whether or not 
to charge him with a crime, but one thing is dead 
certain: If it had been a puppy or somebody's pet 
Siamese that Brewton drowned in front of those kids, 
he would have already been booked for aggravated 
animal cruelty. 


And the Future Farmers of America would not 
object.

Boat Building Visionary: Nothing 
Average About Steve Sauer

Steve Sauer didn’t talk much about 
the weather. He was not interested 
in small talk. The usual pleasantries 
that make up so many conversations 
weren't part of his repertoire. If you 
wanted to enter his world, you had to 
do some homework and you had to 
bring your A-game. 


But if you've ever wondered what it 
would be like to always be the smart- 
est person in a room, you could have 
asked Steve Sauer. He would have 
known. 


I first met Steve at the old Rod and 
Reel Shop in front of Mrs. Gentry’s 
house on the Destin Harbor more 
than 50 years ago. Buddy Gentry ran 
the Sailfisher charter boat below the 
shop, and since Steve didn't like to 
fish or spend time on boats (in the 
water), he worked in the store in the 
summers while he studied architec 
ture at LSU. 


Buddy knew boats and he knew how 
to fish. He also knew about electron- 
ics, wiring, and engines. He studied 
accounting at Auburn and was good 
with numbers. Steve wanted to build 
boats. 


In 1973, Steve and Buddy built their 
first boat, and for 30 years they oper- 
ated from a small triangular lot on the 
corner of Benning and First Street. It 
was a nail-biting adventure to watch 
them tow a brand new 60-foot boat— 
which took a year to build—with a 
beat up tractor to the boat ramp at 
Joe’s Bayou for its launch. 


It was just about a perfect partner- 
ship. They built 52 boats and never 
built the same one twice. They were 
artisans and operated much differ 
ently than the factories that turned 
out Bertrams, Hatterases, and Vi- 
kings. 


Steve lived just down the street from 
me. Buddy lived two blocks away. The 
boats were built three blocks from my 
house. They were in the neighbor- 
hood. 


One afternoon, I drove my daughter 
Leah and three of her friends to Ace 
Hardware. We loaded up on duct 
tape and cardboard and glue. It was 
in May, that wonderful time of the 
school year when sixth graders built 


homemade crafts to race in the an- 
nual boat race at Marler Park. 


It was a wonderful father-daughter 
event if your father knew how to build 
a boat out of cardboard. I didn't even 
know how to use duct tape. Driving 
back to our house, in a true moment 
of serendipity, I caught a glimpse of 
Steve Sauer in his driveway. I stopped 
my truck, backed up, pulled down 
Steve's driveway, unloaded the girls 
and the materials for the boat, smiled 
at Steve, and, without a word, went 
back to my house to watch golf on TV. 


Irecently told my son Chatham about 
Leah’s boat building episode. He had 
a story, too. He had a school project 
in a seventh grade science class that 
required him and Cameron Destin to 
build a model for earthquake-proof 
homes. 


Neither of them bothered to ask Dew- 
ey or me for help. They marched off 
to the G and S shop (Steve was usu- 
ally alone there on Saturdays). Steve 
spent all day helping them build mod- 
el homes to scale. He explained the 
geometry to them and showed them 
what made it possible for the plans 
to work. One thing is certain—their 
teacher could rest assured that their 
fathers had offered no assistance. 


Obviously, out of necessity, I raised 
some resourceful children.

A potential catastrophe was averted 
when the K-Mart store in Destin 
closed 20 years ago. Steve effortlessly 
switched to Walmart as his clothing 
supplier. 


Before the drone things got popular, 
Steve built a remote-controlled air- 
plane, a glider, in the 1980s, Many 
afternoons after work, Steve could be 
seen at the top of the Matterhorn, on 
the island, operating that plane out 
over the Gulf. 


About a year ago, Steve ordered a 
custom made bicycle, It might have 


been the most extravagant thing he’d 
ever done. It was a hell of a bike, and 
he would show it off to anyone who 
would pay attention. It had a carbon 
frame and was expensive. He used 
it primarily to get from his house to 
Harbor Docks. Most afternoons, he 
would park the bike down on the 
docks, and, depending on his mood, 


he'd either walk up the hill and sit 
at the bar, or he'd stay down by the 
boats and read.

surfboards and automobiles 


We are often picky and demanding, 
and we want what we want, and 
we want it for a reason. And those 
reasons make up art appreciation. 
We enjoy line and form, we enjoy 
color and shapes. We evaluate 
something’s beauty or clumsiness, 
its usefulness and its decoration 


In short, we are all experts at 
appreciating art and design because 
it is everywhere. Many of the 
principles that determine the value 
of fine art are those that are used 
to design the objects—both virtual 
and physical—that we enjoy (or don’t 
enjoy) on a daily basis. 


It doesn't stop there. 


Do you watch the gorgeous sunsets 
over the Gulf in awe? Are some better 
than others? Is there one that stands 
out in your memory? Ask yourself 
why. That question will basically 
organize those principles about art to 
which I'm referring. You appreciate 
certain color combinations or cloud 
shapes. You like (or don’t like) the 
contrast between the horizon and a 
particular building. 


Basically, you are judging the “art” 
of that sunset much as a “fine art” 
photographer would. Or as any “fine 
art” critic would.

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Walter “Wolfman” Washington 
Breaks New Ground at 74 


By Bruce Collier 


New Orleans native (and staunchly 
loyal resident) Walter “Wolfman” 
Washington is coming to Mattie 
Kelly Cultural Arts Village in Destin 
Thursday, June 7. The legendary 
blues guitarist appears as part of 
the Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation’s 
Concerts in the Village series 


Washington took some time from his 
busy schedule for a phone interview 
with Beachcomber. The soft-spoken 
Washington talked of his past, 
present and future—and his new 
ANTI- Records release, My Future is 
My Past. 


Washington got his musical start in a 
neighborhood spiritual group in New 
Orleans, The True Love and Gospel 
Singers. The group visited a local radio 
station, where young Walter watched 
a guitar player and was fascinated 
with his finger work. Washington 
decided to take up the instrument 
(‘No one else in the group wanted 
to play guitar,” he says), and crafted 
a homemade guitar with cigar box, 
rubber bands and clothes hanger. 


Washington's family included several 
musicians—uncles Guitar Slim and 
Lightnin’ Slim, and cousin Ernie 
K-Doe (“Mother-in-Law”). Another 
cousin, who'd purchased a Gibson 
electric and decided against playing, 
gave his guitar to Washington. An 
uncle helped him tune it (“so I could 
play with all my fingers’), and his 
education began at age 17. “I just 
watched cats, how they played.” 


Washington kept at it, reading 
keyboard players’ books, watching 
more players, and making ends meet 
with construction work—digging 
ditches and pouring concrete (“I had 
to get up too early”), hauling bricks, 
and stocking shelves at a grocery 
store, where he would occasionally 
practice in the stock room. 


He moved on to area gigs and sitting 
in with other musicians at New 
Orleans venues like Club Topaz. 
Singer Lee Dorsey (“Working in a Coal 
Mine”) saw Washington and offered 
him work on the road. Washington’s 
mother was initially against it, but 
Dorsey talked to her and she gave 
permission, Dorsey took him to the 
famous Apollo Theatre in New York. 


Washington also played with Johnny 
Adams on stage and in the studio, as 
well as Irma Thomas and the Taste of 
New Orleans Band. 


He wanted his own band, and formed 
a solid group called The Roadmasters, 
which has been going strong since the 
1980s. His reputation as a live and 
a studio musician grew, but there 
was one thing he hadn't yet done, 
which was a solo album. Galactic 
producer Ben Ellman approached 
him about just such an endeavor, 
and Washington took the plunge. 


“It was definitely different,” he says, 
and “it was a treat.” Part of the 
attraction lay in the personnel—Jon 
Cleary and Ivan Neville on keyboards, 
James Singleton on bass, and 
Stanton Moore on drums. The result, 
My Future is My Past, was released 
this month, and has been getting top 
reviews. 


The 10-track playlist focuses 
squarely on Washington, showcasing 
his formidable musical and vocal 
skills, in an up-close and very 
personal way. The program includes 
American Songbook classics like 
“What a Difference a Day Makes,” 
“Lost Mind,” and “Save Your Love for 
Me,” and blues. The result is simple 
and elegant, the kind of performance 
quality it takes a lifetime to attain. 


Washington has a busy summer 
ahead of him. His website schedule 
has him in Tallahassee, St. 
Petersburg, New Orleans, Texas, 
overseas to Spain, then back for a 
tour of New York and New England, 
and out west. He will also be touring 
along with Trombone Shorty, the 
Preservation Hall Jazz Band, and 
Galactic in a “Voodoo Threauxdown” 
celebrating New Orleans’ 300th 
anniversary. “They'll play theirs, I'll 
do mine,” he says, 


As much traveling as he does, 
Washington is committed to living in 
New Orleans. “I wouldn’t live nowhere 
else.” One of biggest draws is the 
food—‘it’s different from anywhere 
else.” His mother attempted to teach 
him to cook, but “I always burned 
it up." Nowadays the only dish he'll 
venture to make is red beans and rice. 


In addition to performing and 
recording, Washington takes time to 
teach, including what he calls “the 
philosophy of musicianship.” He 
advises student players: “Cats, once 
you decide to play...ask a person 
‘who really knows how. It’s hard to 
teach yourself. I learned the hard 
way.” He also stresses getting to 
know everything you can about the 
instrument you've chosen. 


“You gotta understand what you have 
to do and why. You're not up there by 
yourself.” 
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Meet the RoshamBeatles

Closeyoureyesandlisten tothe music, 
and you will think you are listening 
to John, Paul, George and Ringo live. 
It’s the music of RoshamBeatle: 
the 2018 Beachcomber Music Award 
winners for Best Tribute Act and a 
Northwest Florida band that has been 
together since 2012. 


Chris Hayes, who sings and plays 
acoustic guitar, grew up in London, 
England. He was a member of The 
Aardvarkz, a ‘60s revival band he 
formed in high school. He was 21 
when came to the area in 1990 to stay 
with his brother who was stationed 
here—Hayes only planned to stay a 
month. He's still here. 


“Someone suggested to me that I 
should sing songs on the beach for the 
rest of my life, and that sounded like a 
great idea,” Hayes says 


Hayes started out playing at local 
bars like Hog’s Breath (when it was 
on Okaloosa Island) and Hosers. He 
also played a regular solo gig weekly 
for years at KJ’s in Destin where he 
first got to know Jim Couch and other 
members of the band Roshambo. 


He has played solo gigs over the years 
in many other area venues and can 


currently be seen Friday through 
Tuesday nights at the Swizzle Stick 
Lounge in the Best Western Beach 
Resort on Okaloosa Island. Hayes 
also performs at AJ’s on the Bayou in 
Fort Walton Beach Thursdays from 5 
to 9 PM. He mainly plays music from 
the ‘60s and ‘70s, which, of course, 
includes a lot of Beatles tunes. 


Couch, an original member of Roshambo 
and former owner of Ki!’s, plays guitar 
and sings. He grew up in a Navy family 
and graduated from the University of 
West Florida in 1989. He then got a 
band together and began playing in the 
area at places like Chan’s and Timbers. 


Adrian Howland plays bass guitar 
and sings. He has been a member of 
Roshambo since 1998, which he notes 


“is half of my life.” Howland is from 
Panama City and was raised in Fort 
Walton Beach. He did not know much 
about the Beatles when he started, 
but he certainly does now. 


Rounding out the members of 
RoshamBeatles is drummer Hayden 
Welch, who is just out of music college. 
Ron Pekrul, the original drummer for 
Roshambo and RoshamBeatles, is 
now retired. 


Hayes joined Roshambo in 2012, 
and the now-four-piece band played 
their first show on Halloween that 
year. Raymond Ramirez, the band’s 
costume and instrument manager, 
suggested dressing like The Beatles 
for that show and playing their music. 


Ramirez also owned some replica 


guitars like the ones the Beatles 
played, including a Hofner bass 
guitar, a Rickenbacker 12-string 


guitar, and two hollow body Gretsch 
guitars. “Playing those instruments 
really makes a big difference,” says 
Couch. The band learned 10 Beatles 
songs for that show, did a few more 
shows, and RoshamBeatles took off. 


RoshamBeatles kick off their shows 
with early Beatles songs like “A Hard 
Day's Night,” “Help!”, “Eight Days A 
Week,” “All My Loving” and “Can't Buy 
Me Love.” They then move into the 
period that includes “Yesterday” and 
“Magical Mystery Tour,” followed by a 
set dominated by Sgt. Pepper's Lonely 
Hearts Club Band and Abbey Road 
selections, 


As for the name Roshambo, the guys 
collectively agree that the meaning is 
“Rock, Paper, Scissors.” It originated 
from an early South Park episode, 


About the band’s recent Beachcomber 
honors, Hayes says, “That was 
fantastic! We are very happy about 
receiving that award, 


So far this year, RoshamBeatles have 
performed six shows, and they have 
more lined up for the second half of 
2018 including July 7 at Coasters in 
Downtown Fort Walton Beach at 9:30 
PM.

Exploring Vegetarian Dining 
Options in Beachcomberland

After 17 years of being a vegetarian, 
Tve noticed one major change—the 
bevy of available dining out options. 
From restaurants that focus on vegan 
fare to places slowly including more 
vegetarian possibilities than bland 
salads, it’s cause for celebration, 


When it comes to eating out, I'm guilty 
of landing in a slump—stuffing my 
face with the same options in the same 
predictable places. So although I'm 
including my favorites, I also sought 
out the opinions of my lovely Facebook 
friends. If I missed your favorite spot, 
please leave a comment online or 
email chris@beachcomberdestin. 
com. 


Although I want to focus my informal 
list on locally owned picks, it is worth 
mentioning the slew of franchised 
restaurants include meat-free and 
vegan options. When chains like 
Buffalo Wild Wings and Denny's offer 
veggie burgers, it’s a sign of just how 
many options are now on the market. 
Panera Bread, Zoe’s Kitchen, Moe's 
Southwest Grill, Newk’s Eatery, and 
even Taco Bell are workable options 
when I'm low on time for a meal, 


But my current favorite in this 
category is Everkrisp. The chain 
has two locations in the area—Grand 
Boulevard at Sandestin and Destin 
Commons—and has an ultra-flexible 
“you pick” style menu so all diets and 
dietary constraints can easily find 
something to fit their taste buds. 


Italian spots are usually a safe bet 
for vegetarians, especially if you have 
a rampant craving for cheese. On 
30A, Angelina’s has held the Italian 
food crown for over two decades, and 
for a very good reason. Often I end 
up ordering the eggplant parmesan 
because it is so dang good. The menu 
includes other options, like oven- 
baked ravioli and pasta bursting with 
seafood. Their lunch specials are 
something of a local’s favorite, and 1 
promise you'll never leave this place 
hungry. 


Raw & Juicy Organic Juice Bar 
& Café in Seaside always offers up 
something new. With an artisan- 
oriented menu thatoften shifts with the 
seasons, I always feel like I've learned 


something new—or at least tried 
something new—when I visit. Their 
menu features a selection of wraps, 
healthy bowls, and an astounding 
array of juice and smoothie options, 
created right as you order. 


Burrito del Sol has Destin and Fort 
Walton Beach locations, and they 
serve up tasty burritos as big as my 
head. Their house tempeh is delicious, 
as is their unique house-made 
pineapple salsa. For the carnivores 
in your life, the restaurant offers 
everything from steak to fresh fish and 
plenty of craft beer to wash everything 
down. The Fort Walton Beach location 
has also added music to the mix if you 
need another excuse to check it out. 


Fort Walton Beach’s The Boardroom 
Pub and Grub has enough vegetarian 
items on their menu that I haven't 
even sampled them all yet. I find 
myself alternating between the grilled 
portobello sandwich smothered in 
toppings and served on focaccia bread 
and the Boardroom Grilled Cheese, a 
more grown-up version of a childhood 
favorite. Both are so good that I have 
a hard time looking elsewhere. Wine 
aficionados will be interested in their 
tasting flights, and they wouldn't have 
“Pub” in their name if a wide selection 
of beer weren't available 


The great thing about higher-end 
dining experiences is they aim to 
please on a completely different 
level. Requests to alter menu items 
are commonplace, and it makes for 
a wonderful personal touch to any 
meal. Skopelos at New World in 
Pensacola one-ups those experiences 
with some amazing sounding vegan 
items on their regular menu and a 
sporadically offered six-course vegan 
wine dinner. Although I've yet to 
try either, I've been fed twice there 
while working events and the food is 
stupendous. 


I am about to admit something that 
is akin to vegetarian sacrilege—I've yet 
to eat at End of the Line in Pensacola 
‘The fully vegan restaurant has been in 
operation since 2002 and is the first 
place that everyone will tell you to 
eat at if you are looking for meat-free 
options. They also offer cooking classes 
for those who want to add to their 
vegan-cooking repertoires. Excuse me 
while I hang my head in shame. 


Chizuko in Pensacola specializes in 
“vegan bar food.” The late-night hot 
spot focuses on finger foods, sliders, 
daily specials, and good vibes. It’s 
also a drop-off spot for Pretty Baked, 
locally homemade vegan goodies for 
when your sweet tooth strikes 


But back to that bar food. Whether 
they dress up a PB&J or make 
homemade vegan sliders with an 
Asian twist, it is all delightful. 
But what truly makes Chizuko 
notable is their continuous role in 


the community—regularly hosting 
fundraisers and being a music venue 
for independent artists. The place 
has quickly become a safe haven and 
an artistic after-hours joint in the 
region. 


Whether you are vegan, vegetarian, or 
just want to try something different, 
life is about options, having new 
experiences, and creating new 
memories along the way. Here’s to 
good food, fun places, and supporting 
what you love.
